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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Proposed Amendments 

1 . The proposed amendments filed 1/30/2006 and 2/6/2006 will NOT be entered because 
they raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. Newly added 
limitations regarding film thickness were not previously claimed. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1/30/2006 and 2/6/2006 have been considered but are moot 
since the proposed claim amendments have NOT been entered. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1/30/2006 with respect to BURNELL have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

(A) Applicant argues that BURNELL fails to disclose or suggest a metal laminated to a 
polyester resin. However, BURNELL is relied upon to illustrate conventional laminate structures 
incorporating films composed of PPE-based resins in combination with metallic layers. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would reasonably believe that the PPE copolymers disclosed in SYBERT 
or EP f 164 would be useful in similar conductive laminate configurations (e.g., EMI/RFI 
shielding components, antistatic materials, etc.) Applicant has not provided any probative 
evidence of unexpected results or criticality from the combination of metal layers with the 
disclosed PPE-based copolymers.
